That the wafer and wine, after 
the words of consecration, are 
changed into the real body oi 
Christ—flesh, blood, bones, soul 
and divinity of Christ—and that 
only the “accidents” of the bread 
and wine remain; namely, taste 
and color. 

I examined those four statements 
from every angle, but the conclusions 
[ reached were always the same— ab- 
surdities, contradictions and blasphe 
mies. Was I wrong? 

The first says the Mass is the Hol 
Supper Jesus had with His disciples. 
In other words, Jesus said the Mass. 
Now, if Christ really did this, and the 
Mass what the priest 
claims it is, then Jesus held in His 
hands, not the bread and the wine, 
but His own body, His own blood, 
His own soul and divinity. 


was really 


Christ 
did not eat the bread and drink the 
Wine, but ate drank Himself. 
That is, with His own mouth and 
teeth, He chewed His own flesh and 
bones, and drank His own blood: in 
a magical way He re-made His body 
to give His disciples, who as good 
cannibals,

touched their Master in their midst, 
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ate His flesh and drank His blood. 
Can you imagine anything more ab- 
surd?

In the New York “Times,” May 22, 1927, was a review of a book by Dr. 
Thomas Gann, who has been doing exploration work in Central America. In 
one place that he visited he met the old chief of that tribe, and says that he 
and his party sat down and “talked of things in general when the cacique 
suddenly startled me with this extraordinary question: ‘Does your English 
King have talks with God?” In view of the well-known personal character of 
King George V it seems strange that the doctor should say that he was “com- 
pletely flabbergasted,” and “could only say that I really did not know, as | 
had never had the honor of talking with my King.” Somewhat naturally, as 
it seems to us, this reply “seemed to puzzle the old man.” Sut he, asked, “Is 
not your King the son of La Reina Victoria?” I explained that King George 
was her grandson. Then the explorer writes: “Ah!” said Canul, ‘that may 
account for it. We heard that La Reina Victoria was the best and greatest 
woman in the world, and that she actually had talks with God. I thought the 
gift would have come down to her son. But, of course, if your present King 
is her grandson it may not have descended to him.” 

It would be hard to find a more striking illustration of the far-reaching 
influence of even a reputation for having the “gift” of prayer. Also of the 
connection, manifest even to the pagan mind, in a far-off jungle in Central 
America to which European civilization and culture had never penetrated, 
between prayer to God and the English Queen’s being “the best and greatest 
woman in the world.” 

It is sad to think that the English explorer did not tell this pagan chief 
that the old man could himself “actually have talks with God” ; that God is no 
respecter of persons, and He would be just as willing to hear what he had 
to say, as in her lifetime He had been ready to listen to the petition of Queen 
Victoria. Yet that would have been absolutely true, and it is equally true as 
to yourself, dear Catholic reader. Our Lord Himself in Luke 18: 10-14 tells 
of two men who went into the Temple to pray, and that one of them simply 
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aid, “O God, be merciful to me, a sinner!” And Jesus told His hearers: 
ay to you, this man went down into his house justified.” 

If you have the idea that God has such feelings towards you that it is 
necessary for you to ask the Virgin Mary or certain “saints” to use their influ- 
nce on your behalf when you desire the forgiveness of your sins, or any other 
lessing from Him, let these words of the Saviour Himself remove any such 
mpression from your mind.
